Agricultural  Trade  Surplus  Falls  in 
December  -  The  U.S.  agricultural  trade 
surplus  fell  slightly  in  December,  by 
$246  million  from  the  previous  month. 
Exports  fell  10  percent,  while  imports 
declined  slightly.  At  $1.4  billion,  the 
trade  surplus  was  down  from  November, 
but  above  last  summer’s  seasonal  lows. 
However,  the  cumulative  surplus  for 
calendar  1990  was  $1.6  billion  below  its 
1989  level,  totaling  $16.6  billion  (table  3). 
December’s  surplus  also  remained  short 
of  year-earlier  levels. 

Agricultural  Exports  Lower  in 
December  -  Smaller  shipments  of  most 
products  reduced  exports  by  $336 
million  in  December  to  $3.2  billion. 
Decreased  shipments  of  wheat,  corn, 
and  soybeans  accounted  for  much  of  the 
decline.  Lower  meat  exports  and 
seasonal  declines  in  fruits,  nuts,  and 
vegetables  also  pushed  exports  down. 
Higher  exports  were  reported  for  cotton, 
live  animals,  and  tobacco. 

For  all  of  1 990,  exports  totaled  $39.3 
billion,  1.5  percent  below  1989’s 
January-December  total.  During  1990, 
reduced  bulk  commodity  exports  offset 
continued  gains  in  high-value  products. 
Wheat  exports  fell  $2  billion,  corn 
exports  fell  $551  million,  and  soybean 
exports  fell  $393  million.  Products 
showing  gains  in  1990  included  cotton, 
$532  million,  horticultural  products,  $1.4 
billion,  and  animal  products,  $315  million. 

Although  shipments  fell,  com  remained 
the  largest  farm  export  in  December, 
with  exports  totaling  $378  million  and  3.6 
million  tons.  Japan  remained  the  largest 
market  for  U.S.  corn,  at  more  than  1 
million  tons.  Taiwan  and  Eastern 
Europe  remained  large  markets, 
although  shipments  fell  from  November. 
Other  important  markets  included  Korea, 
Egypt,  Spain,  Mexico,  and  the  USSR. 
However,  shipments  to  the  USSR 
totaled  only  210,000  tons  in  December 
1990.  They  were  more  than  10  times 
higher,  totaling  3  million  tons,  a  year 
earlier. 

Soybean  exports  fell  slightly  in 
December,  to  1.5  million  tons  and  $343 
million.  Exports  fell  only  246,000  tons  as 
higher  shipments  to  Japan  and  the 
European  Community  partly  offset  lower 


shipments  to  Taiwan  and  Korea.  For 
all  of  1 990  there  was  little  change  in 
soybean  exports  compared  with  1989, 
totaling  15.4  million  tons,  300,000  tons 
higher  than  in  1989.  But  they  were  $393 
million  lower  in  value. 

In  an  even  sharper  decline  than 
soybeans,  wheat  exports  fell  $56  million 
and  568,000  tons  between  November 
and  December.  December  wheat 
exports  totaled  $179  million  and  1.5 
million  tons.  The  largest  customers 
during  December  were  Japan  and 
Algeria.  Egypt,  Korea,  Jordan,  China, 
and  the  European  Community  (EC)  also 
accounted  for  large  shipments. 

Wheat  exports  fell  substantially  for  1 990, 
declining  more  than  $2  billion  and  nearly 
9  million  tons.  China  accounted  for 
much  of  1 990’s  volume  drop,  taking 
about  3.7  million  fewer  tons.  Exports  to 
the  USSR  fell  about  1 .6  million  tons,  and 
exports  to  both  South  Asia  and  North 
Africa  each  fell  more  than  1  million  tons. 
Lower  prices  added  to  the  decline  in 
value,  as  the  average  value  of  U.S. 
wheat  exports  slipped  from  $161  per  ton 
in  1 989  to  $1 40  in  1 990.  Wheat  prices 
fell  fairly  steadily  through  1 990  as  world 
production  reached  a  record  high. 

Agricultural  Imports  Slightly  Lower  in 
December  -  U.S.  agricultural  imports  fell 
$91  million  to  $1 .8  billion  in  December. 
During  all  of  1990,  agricultural  imports 
totaled  $22.8  billion,  5  percent  above 
1 989.  Imports  fell  in  December  as  lower 
sugar,  meat,  tobacco,  and  other  imports 
offset  increases  for  coffee,  fruits,  and 
vegetables.  (Stephen  MacDonald,

Leading  Markets  in  1990  -  Japan 
remained  the  largest  single  foreign 
market  for  U.S.  farm  products  during 
1990,  with  exports  totaling  $8.1  billion 
(table  4).  A  change  in  reporting  pro¬ 
cedures  in  January  1990  boosted 
Canada  to  second  position.  Prior  to 
the  new  reporting  system,  agricultural 
exports  to  Canada  had  been  under¬ 
counted  by  about  $1  billion  annually  for 
several  years.  The  USSR  dropped  to 
fifth  place  in  1990  from  second  place  in 
1989.
